GLORIES OF ITS GREAT 
MINSTER

ET in the surrounding landscape as if bv 
S the hand of an appreciative artist lies 

the oid city of Freiburg, on the edge 
of a wide cove formed by the Upper Rhine, 
and framed in a background of azure blue 
mountains. writes Franz Schneller. It guards 
tne entrance to the ravine in which lies the 
road leading straight through the heights of 
the Black Forest to the shores of the Danube. 
This road was blasted out many years agó 
from the massive rock to make a way for 
the triumphal bridal procession of the un- 
happy Marie Antoinette, and has ever since 
been the main highway through the Black 
Forest. 

Jovial old Tevtonic counts, to whom the 
wine-cup and the song were quite as im- 
ortant as the sword, were responsible for 
aying Freiburg in its beautiful cradle among 
the Righlands The city has neither for- 
gotten nor abandoned its traditional love of 
wine and song and mirth, all of which are 
to be found there to this day. 

Fortunately, among the old City Fathers 
there were not only ardent devotees of 
Bacchus and the lyric Muse, but also men of 
fine artistic taste and ideas, who knew how 
to give to their city an architectural style of 
beauty and grandeur which time has not 
erased. - 


THE MINSTER 


First of all, these men gave to Freiburg 
its Minster, a work of art equal to and in 
keeping with the enchanting natural beauty 
of the city’s environs. The best talents of 
miner and mason, craftsmar and merchant, 
were assembled to aid in its construction. 

The results achieved by the builders of 
this great cathedral were considered so re- 
markable as to seem miraculous, so that 
legends were woven about it in the attempt 
to solve the riddle. One legend ran that a 
vein of gold was found under a charcoal-pit, 
and that this was the source of the wealth 
expended on the Minster’s construction. 
Certain it is, however, that the citizens of 
Freiburg contributed liberally to the work, 
though throughout the Middle Ages it con- 
tinued to remain a mystery how a little 
community like Freiburg could erect a 
cathedral of such extravagant and imposing 
dimensions. A contemporary chronicler 
records that the cathedral would have been 
reckoned among the Seven Wonders of the 
World had he known what these were. It is 
true that there are a few church towers in 
the world whose height exceeds the 116 
metres of the Freiburg Minster, but it is 
doubtful if it is surpassed by any other in 
originality of style, boldness of design, or 
graceful fáe& of detail. 

Over a period of three centuries the people 
of Freiburg never ceased in their efforts to 
complete this masterpiece of building, whose 
Romanic hroend-week gradually gave place 
to Gothic style. This latter also gave its 
character to the spire, and Freiburg the 
good fortune to be the only mediz city 
which succeeded in surmounting its ral 
tower with a “‘ cross-flower.’’ In thi pect 
the Freiburg Minster even outdid its famous 
counterpart, the Isle de France. 


PERFECTION AND 
GRANDEUR 


An unknown master builder was inspired 
oy the idea of finishing the peak of the spire 
with filigree-like rosettes. The immense 
stones which compose these are supported by 
their own weight without the employment of 
any binding material. If this remarkable 
fact is fully realised an idea may be gained 
of the creative pos required to produce 
such a wonderful example of architectural 
perfection and grandeur. The feeling of en- 
chantment is still further enhanced by view- 
ing the Minster at sunset, when the red sand- 
stone shines through the evening shadows as 
though it were rose-coloured quartz. 

The long nave, as well as the tower, is full 
of costly and interesting objects. Un the pro- 

ing struts above the columns are grotesque 
from which tlow tiny streams of water. 
Jong array of statues in the vestibule

| columns and pillars which line the nave of 


the Minister, without being vividly remined 
of the fir trees of the nearby Black Forest, 
one loses, the charm of the dies relationship 
which exists between the two. The bonds of 
union between nature and human culture are 
evident at every step. 


“ PATRICIAN ” HOMES 


In Freiburg s “‘Altstadt ' are many narrow 
streets and lanes strongly reminiscent of the 
spirit and age of the “ Meistersingers.” 
Vistas open up of dreamy ee where 
churches quietly stand, of the old monastery 
where ' Black Berthold’’ invented gun- 
powder, and of the formidable towers on the 
city gates, which were able to hold at bay 
all besieging foes. 

The handsome “ patrician ” houses of olden 
times, with their outer walls ornamented with 
eoats-of-arms, pictures and figures, and their 
curious names, which formerly took the place 
of street numbers, are in a state of fine pre- 
servation, nothing ever having been done to 
detract from their place of honour in the tra- 
ditions of the city. At two points in the 
“ Altstadt’’ are still to be seen fortification 
walls, which once formed a part of Vauban’s 
defence plans, which were to render Freiburg 
one of the must impregnable cities of Europe 
The warlike character of these walls is now 
tempered by green lawns and spreading 
grape-vines. 

In the heart of the city, between Minster 
and University, lies a vineyard which marks 
the beginning of the '“ Markgraf’’ region ex- 
tending all the way to the bend in the Rhine 
near Basle, and furnishing a fragrant and 
delicious wine that flows copiously, to be 
sure, 
made. 


The “ Altstadt” merges almost impercep- 


tibly into the “‘ Gartenstadt,” and this latter | 
soon jJoses itself in the surrounding park-like 


landscape. 


A LOVELY COUNTRY 


Although Freiburg has a population of 
100,000, it has never lost its rural character. 
istics. So many roads lead out of the city 
into open country that it is possible to make 
a different walkmg excursion every day of 
the year. Among the most beautiful spots 
in the neighbourhood of Freiburg is the Feld. 
berg, 1,500 metres high, and one of the 
highest points in the Black Forest. From the 
residential suburb of Guensterstal a suspen- 
sion raflway brings the visitor in 18 minutes 
to Freiburg’s “home ” mountain, the 1,286- 
metre Mount Schauinsland, where from a 
lofty terrate there is a fine view over the 
Fhine Valley to the blue outlines of the 
Vosges, the defunct volcano of the 
“ Kaiserstuhl,’’ and as far as the rolling hills 
of Burgundy and the Jura. To the south, on 
clear days, the view is bounded by the 
Alpme mountain chain from Santis to Mont 
Blane. In the vicinity also is the Titisee and 
the Nibelungen city of Breisach, with its 
Stefan Minster overlooking the Rhine, a 
veritable ‘‘ sleeping beauty “ of a town, but 
which once nn as a@ key position in the 
military defence of the Reich. Interesting 
also is the Irttle town of Staufen, famous in the 
Faust ” legend. Near by is Emmendingen, 
where Goethe once lived, and where romantic 
castles crown the green hills of the outer 
boundaries of the Black Forest. 

Everywhere is to be seen historical 
evidence of the former importance of the 
once most coveted region, and the Augustine 
Museum in Freiburg, beside its Black Forest 
Collection, contains relics of monuments 
more ancient than the Roman warm. baths at 
nearby Badenweiler. Freiburg University. 
one of the oldest in Germany, is a great 
favourite among foreign students. its 
schools of medicine and philosophy are 
visited semester after semester by students 
from America, the Far East, and il! parts of 
Europe. These young people are especially 
impressed by the heartiness with which they 
are received as “ one of the family ” in this 
hospitable city. They join in all forms of 
outdoor. sport and indoor amusement with 
their gemal hosts. ‘They make week-end 
excursions with them into the mountains. 
singing songs in praise of Freiburg and of 
the generous gifts which she bestows on all 
who come to her hospitable gates,

OT one of the motor car races held in 
the Irish Free State this year was 
won by the scratchman, or by the driver 
returning fastest speed. That is no re- 
flection upon anyone. Every driver in a 
handicap race should have as great a 
chance as the others, and there is no gond 
reason why the fast men should win more 
often than the slow. 

Nevertheless, “ Bira’s’’ failure to win 
in the Pheenix Park after making such 
an extraordinarily good show has set 
people gn ee talking, and already 
it seems Irish Motor Racing Club circles 
have been discussing the possibility of 
turning some of their events into scratch 
races. 

I think it is time that the I.M.R.C. 
ran at least one scratch race per year, 
though it is inevitable that the race so 
selected should’ have its entries decrease 
in numbers, though not, I believe, in 
quelity. Which race will be selected? 

Cork or Limerick probably would be 
the best choice. The Phoenix Park is the 
ideal race for young drivers, who, with a 
few notable exceptions, would be com- 
pletely out of their depth in a purely 
scratch event. Consequently, if there is 
to be a steady recruitment of newcomers

The Art of Minghetti 


In common with a very appreciative and 
enthusiastic audience, I got the greatest 
pleasure from the playing of this fine little 
Austrian artist at “ The Good

This quartet opens the series of musical 
recitais im the Dublin Society's Hall 
at Ballsbridge this afternoon and evening.

RESIST EXTREMISM AND 


REACTION 
Mr. J. T. O'Farrell (irish Secretary, Rail- 


way Clerks’ Assocsation|, speaking at a meet- 
ing of the Cork branch on Saturday night, 
said that the Road Transport Act of 1955 
was beimg abused In a Manner never con- 
templated by the Oireachtas. Some operators 
o road transport, &sho had their services ac- 
quired by the railway companies at a very 
generous price, reappeared shortly afterwards 
on the roads as ae rsa The latter being 
exempt from the terms of the Act, this de- 
velopment meant that they used the money 
received from the railway companies to pur- 
chase fleets of new lorries and start road 
competition all ov@r again. 

Dealing with trade union organisation, 
Mr O'Farrell said that in a world gone mad 
the preservation of what was left of demo- 
eratic hberty might to a large extent depend 
upon the manner in which the workers were 
organised and led industrially. The orgy of 
mdustrial disorders in Italy after the war 
gave Mussolini his chance to fasten the 
chains of Fascism on the Italian people. The 
idhotic antics of the Communist Party: in 
Germany caused the German people to accept 
without a fight the monstrous incubus of 
Hitler and his Brownshirts. In Russia, one 
tyranny had been substituted by another 
cqually cruel and detestable. 

Well-ordered, disciplined trade union or- 
zanisation is the badges and symbol of demo- 
cracy, and its first, as well as its last, line of 
defence. They should be strictly on their 
guard against interference in trade union 
matters by politicians, alleged patriots, and 
others with axes of their own to grind. The 
moment politicians captured the unions, the 
cause of the workers was lost. They should 
resist the influence both of extremism and 
reaction, ard be guided only by their own 
leaders and by their own cood sense in all 
matters affecting their position as workers.

It is said by some that 
the old Irish saffron colour was produced 
by. this lichen. The modern saffron (of 
kilts and such garments) is, of course, 
produced almost entirely by chemical 
dyes—and looks it. 

The big objection to the use of crottle 
is that very large quantities are xequired, 
and the amount needed to produce a dark 


brown is enormous. Consequently, big 
industry has no use for it, but people who 
know about it use it with creat success in 


their homes and save many half-crowns, as 
well as getting a lovely colour. 

It requires no mordant or fixing agent, 
and grand results can be obtained. by 
putting it into a saucepan with some wool 
and letting it. boil while you go away to 
golf. After that, one gets interested and 
starts experimenting ! 

Likely places to find it are the lower 
slones of the Wicklow hills (not the 
upper), the Three Rock, Ticknock and 
almost anywhere in Donegal and the 
West.

Is it not a fact that a mace—a fine old 
one at that—was always carried before the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, and always lay 
before him on the table during meetings of 
the Corporation until the Sinn Fein 
majority on the Corporation voted for its 
removal to the Muniment Room. In fact, 
did not one Councillor, on hearing the 
voting figures read out, arise and sa) 
majestically, ‘but without originality, 
“Take away that bauble !’’ 

At the moment I can think of no cere- 
monial mace in use in Dublin except the - 
famous mace of Trinity College, which is 
cairied before the Provost at commence- 
ments and other official ceremonies, Is the 
Mayoral mace still in the Muniment 
Room?! If so, would it not be a good thing 
to have that vote rescinded, and restore to 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin something of 
his old panache? Or is Dublin more 
Cromwellian than Cork ? 

And, by the way, it may be of interest 
to point out that the most famous of al! 
Cork maces, the beautifal one made by 
Goble for the Cork Guilds in the seven- 
teenth century, can be seen by ‘Cork 
citizens only when they happen to visit 
the Victoria and Albert Museum: at 
Kensington. ' 

Perhaps, the most famous of all Dublin 
maces ig the fine silver one of the Irish 
House of Lords which is, or was, in the 
possession of Lord Massareene.

Titles 


On the subject of Irish titles I am re- 
minded that many of the present day ones 
were originally borne by English and 
foreign folk. For instance, the title of 
Duke of Leinster was first bestowed upon 
Lord Meinhardt of Schomberg by William 
ITT. in 1691, or thereabouts. Afterwards 
the Dukedom of Schomberg was united to 
that of Leinster, and in 1719 both became 
extinct. 

George I. created a Countess of Leinster. 
This lady was Charlotte Sophia, wife of 
John Adolphus, the first Baron von 
Kilmansegge. That title also’ became 
extinct. The title of Earl of Leinster was 
bestowed upon Robert Cholmondeley, who 
was known in his time as Viscount 
Cholmondeley of Kells. Extinction 
followed in 1628. 

Then George II. bestowed the title of 
Viscount Leinster of Taplow upon James 
Fitzgerald. Later he became the first 
Marquess of Kildare, and was created 
Duke of Leinster by George ITI. in 1766. 
He was the father of Lord Edward Fitz- 
gerald, who, with his renowned ancestor, 
Silken Thomas, did much to atone for the 
fact that the Fitzgeralds were originally 
invaders.

visit. I consulted some of my friends who 
were supposed to have a fairly good know- 
ledge of Germany. Yes; they had heard 
of Berchtesgaden. It was somewhere in 
Oberbayern—they call it Upper Bavaria 
because it happens to be in the south, 
whereas Nether Bavaria is in the north— 
but that was about all that they could 
tell me. At any rate, I made up my mind 
to have a look at this outiandish village, 
which I discovered to be three hours in 
the train beyond Munich, and wrote ask- 
ing for accommodation to the proprietor 
of a Pension whose name I found in a 
directory. 


Travelling Third 


Here I got my first shock. I was under 
the impression that Berchtesgaden. with 
its population of some three thousand, and 
more than a hundred miles from the 
nearest city, probably would be a place 
like, shall I say Ballydehob? I was al! the 
more surprised, therefore, when I got a 
letter by return of post offering me 
a room with a private bath and a large 
verandah, with full pension, for a 
ridiculously low sum. The letter was 
accompanied by an admirable plan of the 
house, showing me exactly where my room 
was situated, as well as by photographs of 
the room and of the view from the bed- 
room window. At this stage I would 
respectfully draw the attention of the 
Irish hotel proprietors and of the Irish 
Tourist Association to the way in which 
these things are done in Germany ; but of 
that anon. 

It is a long way from Dublin to 
Berchtesgaden; but I can assure prospec- 
tive travellers that the trip is worth the 
trouble. I went ria Cobh to Hamburg in 
an American liner—and let nobody tell 
me that the Americans do not know how 
to run ships—thence to Munich, a thirteen 
hours’ train journey, and so to Berchtes. 
gaden. I always make a point to travel 
third class in Germany—first, because 
with Registermark and the sixty per cent. 
rebate granted to visitors by the German 
Government, it is almost incredibly cheap; 
and, second, because it is in the third 
class carriages—and, above all, in the third 
class corridors—that one meets the most 
interesting people. Hardly any Germans 
can afford to travel second class 
nowadays; so if you want to talk to the 
people, or, what is more important, to 
listen to them, you must go third. The 
Carriages are spotiessly clean. It is true 
that on a long journey they are inclined 
to become a bit hard—there is no 
upholstery—but you can always hire a

also had decided to spend his spare 
time in Berchtesgaden; so I came to the 
conclusion that there must be something 
about the place to make it well worth a 


minutes until a young man wearing in his 
buttonhole the badge of a Parteigenosse— 
member of the party, or more shortly 
““ P.G.”’—asked me what I thought of the 
new Germany. I pointed out tactfully 
that I had been there only a couple of 
hours, being determined to avoid poli- 
tical discussions of any kind; but he was 
not to be put off, and for a solid hour he 
discoursed on the virtues of the National 
Socialist system. Of course, he was a 
“ P.G.,' from whom one could not expect 
anything but enthusiasm; but he knew 
what he was talking about, and I found 
out later that many of the things that he 
told me to watch fully justified his 
dithyrambs. Some of the others did not, 
as Í shall try to explain at & later stage. 


Oktoberfest 


When we reached Munich it was rain- 
ing; and Bavaria’s capital, lovely city as 
it 18, can be just as dismal! as Ireland's on 
a rainy day. It was the final day of the 
Oktoberfest—so called, apparently, because 
it takes place in September—and some- 
thing like two hundred thousand Bavarian 
peasants had come into Munich for the 
day. I regret to say that about one 
hundred and ninety thousand of them 
seemed to have spent a lot of their time 
in the Hofbdauhaus; in such weather. in- 
deed, one hardly could blame them. They 
had brought their brass bands with them, 
and some thousands of beer-laden gentle- 
men thought that it would be a good idea 
to use the railway station as a place in 
which to display their musical prowess. 
As the hotel in which I was resting my 
weary bones was just opposite the said 
station, and as the special trains back to 
the country were running all night, a 
sleepless time was had by all. 


Enter the Jew 


However, even Bavarian peasants must 
go home some time; and the next morn- 
ing all was quiet again. We travelled out 
to Berchtesgaden in a Bummelzug, or slow 


train, branching off the main line to 
Salzburg at Freilassing. Here I had my 
first experience of the other side of the 
Hitlerite picture; for, just as I was hav- 
ing a quiet snooze in the corner of my 
carriage, having had the temerity to 
open the window beforehand, 1] 
was awakened rudely by a gentleman 
closing it rather brusquely without so much 
as by your leave, and found to my surprise 
that he was a Jew. He was a little fellow, 
obviously a commis voyageur, and seemed 
quite eager to get into conversation. He 
told me, quite unnecessarily, that he was 
anon-Aryan. Having assured himself that 
I was neither a Parteigenosse nor a member 


of the §.S. in, disguise, he proceeded to 


unburden his soul; and for twenty 
furtive glances over his 
shoulder to make certain that nobody was 
listening in the corridor—we were alone in 
the carriage—I learnt a great deal about 
Nazi methods—but I am running too far 
ahead 


Whitewash 


The journey to Berchtesgaden is delight- 
ful. From Freilassing onwards the train— 
which is electric—runs through the most 
charming country, giving the visitor his 
first impression of the Bavarian Alps, For 
such a remote part of the world, the place 
is remarkably up-to-date and highly 
civilised. The little railway stations are 
beautifully kept, with their trim gardens 
of blazing dahlias and _ variegated 
Michaelmas daisies, their wonderful clean-

liness, and their smart officials in 
crimson caps and royal blue tunics. 
All the houses in Bavaria look as if 


they had just been built. You never see 
a dirty or untidy dwelling. They in- 
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roofs and varandahs, contrasting vividly 
with the snow white walls of the lower 
portions, and the bright green shutters 
with which every window is provided. 
Wherever I went in Bavaria I found the 
same thing. Remembering our own Irish 
farm-houses, I made repeated inquiries to 
find out just how it was done, and always 
got the same answer. ‘‘ The people are 
orderly.’’ 

“ But how is it that all their houses are 
new? ”’ 


“They are not new; they merely are 


well kept. Whitewash is not very dear, 
and we have any amount of wood in 
Bavaria.” 


Still it really is astonishing; and if I 
ever had the luck to win the Sweep, I 
should send a party of Irish farmers to 
Upper Bavaria just to show them what can 
be done by people who have the will to 
make their homes things of beauty. 


The Rising Road 


When we arrived at berchtesgaden we 
Fo that the place at which we were 
staying was a couple of miles from the 
station. and, furthermore, that it was 
about one hundred and fifty metres above 
the level of the railway. This does not 
sound very much; but when you have to 
do it on foot two or three times a day you 
begin to realise that Berchtesgaden is no 
place for weaklings. There is no such 
thing as a flat road in that part of the 
world. You always are going up or down 
hill—generally up, or so it seemed to me— 
and at first it is a bit tiring. But the 
air is so bracing in the Bavarian 
mountains that you rarely feel weary, 
and after a few days I thought nothing 
of three daily trips to and from the 
village, in addition to a mountain tramp of 
maybe fifteen or eighteen kilometres. 

The picturesqueness of the place strikes 
you at once. The railway station is of 
the most modern type, looking, like every- 
thing else, spanking new; but you get a 
bit of a shock when the taxi driver appears 
in a pair of embroidered leather shorts, 
wearing a brilliant green hat decorated 
with a long rakish feather. Everybody in 
Oberbayern turns out in Tracht, or native 
costume, of some kind, and it is exceed- 
ingly attractive; but the taxi driver who 
took me up to Haus Geiger on that rainy 
afternoon combined with his racy appear- 
ance a complete disregard for the laws of 
gravity, swirling his startled passengers 
through crowded streets to their destina- 
tion in a series of brilliantly conceived 
skids, which looked as if they would put 
: an early end to our stay in Berchtesgaden, 
but proved afterwards to be merely part 
of the normal technique of every local

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SPAIN OR RIO?

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The Princess Alonzo and Alvaro 
d’Orleans Bourbon left Tilbury in the 
liner Andalucia Star on Saturday for 
Lisbon. 

Interviewed in the ship, Prince Alvaro 
told a reporter that at present he would 
make no statement as to the reason for 
the voyage, but that their representatives 
in London would make a statement three 
days hence. 

Asked if they were going to Lisbon with 
a view to joining General Franco's forces 
in Spain, the Princes made no definite 
reply. 

Prince Alvaro said that they were, of 
course, interested in affairs in Spain, and 
that they were interested in any action 
taken against Communism in any part of 
the world. He pointed out that Spain was 
their home, and that they had left it in 
unhappy circumstances, Beyond that he 
would make no statement as to their 
intentions on landing. 

Prince Alvaro said: “ You know, we 
are very interested in winter sports, and 
we are going for a holiday.”” He would 
not say whetner they had been in com- 
munication with the Spanish Nationalist 
forces, whether they were being met by 
officials of those forces at Lisbon, or 
whether they would get into touch with 
them. 

Prince Alonzo has been engaged for 
about twelve months on the staff of a 
Coventry firm, where he has been known 
as “‘Mr. Orleans.” He resigned a few 
days ago. 

Prince Alonzo claims to be sixth in the 
line of succession to the Spanish throne. 

Prince Alvaro is a nephew of Queen 
Marie of Roumania. He is a student of 
engineering and a keen airman. 

Both hold British air pilots’ certificates. 

The Secretary of the Infanta Beatrice 
of Spain, mother of the Princes, made 
the following statement to a reporter in 
London :— 

“The Princes have left to-day on the 
Andalucia Star for a holiday. They have 
gone for a cruise in it. The first call is 
Lisbon, and then on to Rio.”’ 

Asked if they were going to Spain, the 
Secretary said: ‘‘I do not think so for 
a minute. The ship does not near 
Spain. Their plans are not decided, but 
they will probably go to Rio. Their cruise 
has no litical significance whatever. 
That can be made perfectly clear.”’

President. There are five candidates, of 
whom only two matter. Mr. Norman 
Thomas, the Socialist, may poll sufficient 
votes in certain States to make a difference 
to the final result, but stands no chance 
of election himself; Mr. Earl Browder, the 
Communist, has virtually no backing; and 
Mr, William Lemke, the “Union Party’s”’ 
candidate, who speaks with the voices of 
such people as Father Coughlin, Dr.

Senator Huey Long, hardly can expect 
more. than a few scattered votes. The 
issue lies between Mr. Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, the outgoing President, who 
seeks re-election in the nominally Demo- 
cratic interest, and Mr. Alfred Mossman 
Landon, Governor of Kansas, the nominee 
of the Republican Party. Even the best- 
informed Americans decline to hazard a 
prophesy about the result. Various “straw 
votes’’ have been taken within the last 
few weeks; with one exception they predict 
the triumph of President Roosevelt—but 
the exception is the most celebrated, and, 
as it has been proved in the past, the 
most trustworthy of all the “straw votes.” 
This is the ballot which has been con- 
ducted by the Saturday Evening Post; 
and it allots to Governor Landon a 
majority in 32 States, or 370 votes against 
President Roosevelt's 161 in the electoral 
college. In spite of this formidable 
portent, the general belief—it cannot be 
described more definitely—is that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will win, though with a 
reduced majority. His hold upon the 
South, upon all the seaboard States except 
those of New England, and upon the States 
along the Canadian boundary, is thought 
to be impregnable. Governor Landon’s 
support lies in the populous States of 
New England and in the central areas. 
If he can retain these strongholds, and 
can divert even a few of the others from 
the Democrats, he will be sure of a 
majority; but his chance is not regarded 
as great.

he has taught “ big business ” that it is a 
part of the State, but not the ruler of the 
State; he has introduced relief payments 
and relief works, subsidies, unemployment 
and health insurances, pensions—those 
humane services which are a familiar 
feature of niost European legislation, but 
are considered revolutionary in the United 
States. He has introduced the doctrine 
that it is the Government’s business to 
cope with national distress, and has 
deemed it right to lavish Government 
funds on the task of “ national recovery,’’ 
For the first time in American history, a 
President has dared to maintain that the 
‘“under-dog’’ has rights. 

Governor Landon has no specific pro- 
gramme. His election campaign has been 
a series of attacks upon President Roose- 
velt’s policy, and one gathers that, if 
elected, he will prune that policy of most, 
if not all, of its “‘ un-American ” features, 
and will restore the country's industrial 
system to its pre-Roosevelt state. To 
attack the President directly, however, 
would be dangerous ; for Governor Landon 
cannot deny that during the past three 
years the United States’ recovery from 
the evil plight in which President Roose- 
velt found them has been almost miracu.

Armaments Trade 


The report of the Royal Commission on 
the private manufacture and sale of arms 
was issued on Saturday, and, although: it 
is a sincere attempt’ to deal with a very 
difficult problem, it is not really satisfac 
tory. Public opinion in England began 
to be concerned over this problem two 
years ago, because the private trade in 
arms has so many obvious possibilities of 
danger. It is one thing to make prepara- 
tions for defence; it is quite another to 
allow armament to become a commercial 
issue—with profits to be made, share- 
holders to be satisfied, and links with 
similar enterprises in other countries. On 
reflection, most members of the public 
have been able to discount the wild allega- 
tions which are made about the armament 
firms from time to time, but nearly every- 
body must feel that the only right and 
safe course would be to rid war as far as 
possible of its commercial element, and to 
place matters of defence under the sole 
control of the State. The Royal Commis- 
sion was set up as a result of this feeling, 
and, if Parliament adopts its recommenda. 
tions, there will be little cause for un- 
easiness in the future. It is suggested 
that the British Government shou! 
complete responsibility for the 
arms industry in the United Kingdom; 
through a Minister who would have ful! 
executive powers in times of war and 
peace. To this end there should be much 
closer collaboration between the State and 
the private firms, while some schewe 
should be prepared for the ‘‘ conscrip- 
tion ’’ of private industry in war time, and 
the profits of the trade should be kept 


within a certain limit,

of second-hand arms and munitions should 
be stopped, and all export licences should 
be subject to a rigid control. On the 
wider question the report sees no possi- 
bility of any change; in fact, it does not 
think a change desirable.

ment, it would have to set up factories on 
a large and very wasteful scale, in order 
to make sure that there would be no 
shortage of supplies in time of war. Under 
the present system the private firms are 
engaged in ordinary industry in peace 
time, and can be adapted quickly in case 
of emergency. This argument, indeed, ‘s 
almost unanswerable. Short of engaging 
in commercia!] industry itself (a practice 
of which public opinion never would 
approve) the Government could not run 
its factories on anything like economic 
the taxpayers would be 
shouldered with an impossible burden. 
The situation must be faced as it stands. 
No proof has been brought forward that 
the British armament firms have not been 
fulfilling a vital task in an honourable 
manner, though as a matter of principle 


there are strong objections to leaving any

“ Down Under ”’ 


Expert opinion seems to be divided re. 
garding the prospects of the M.C.C. cricket 
team, which is touring Australia at 
present. The first Test match will be 
played at Brisbane on December 4th, and 
both sides are looking forward to it with 
some confidence. Up to the present Mr. 
G. O. Allen’s team has been dogged by bad 
luck. Several of its members have been 
injured in the preliminary matches, and, 
although in the majority of cases the 
injuries have been slight, it is «uite 
‘possible that some members of the team 
will not be available for the first Test. The 
visitors have been particularly unfortunate 
in the matter of wicket-keepers. Both 
Duckworth and Ames are among the 
victims of accidents. There was a pro 
posal to send out a third wicket-Keeper 
from England ; but this idea seems to have 
been dropped in the hope that one or other 
of the two players would be ready to play 
next month. The early trials of strength 
have not revealed much. Mr. Allen's men 
have not yet become quite acclimatised to 
Australian conditions ; but they have done 
remarkably well, and Walter Hammond, 
of Gloucestershire, already has made a 
great name for himself “ down under.” 
This time the English have neither a 
Hobbs nor a Sutcliffe to open their inn- 
ings. The two opening batsmen who have 
been playing hitherto have not been con 
spicuously successful; but Hammond has 
been a tower of strength, and even the 


their own Bradman is the greater 
cricketer. Hammond certainly has a 
genius for the scoring of centuries. He 
scored one apiece in the first three matches 
played in Australia, and if he shows 
equally good form in the Tests, England 
ought to have littl to fear.

A glorious campaign of loving kindnesg 
has been launched by the Chief Constable 
of Reigate. To him the pen is mightier 
than the word As a Reigate motorist 
returns to his motor car, which he has 
parked in such a way as to disorganise the 
flow of all neighbouring traffic, the 
motorist will find no menacing man in blue 
standing as unwanted guardian over his 
property. He will not have to go away 
for a quarter of an hour, and come back 
to find the constable more firmly em 
trenched than ever; and he will not have 
to make answer to the unanswerable ques- 
tion: “ What do you think you're a-doing 
of?” Instead, he will find a small 
printed notice in his motor car, which runs 
as follows: ‘‘ The Chief Constable presents 
his compliments to the Owner or Driver of 
this Car, and appeals for his/her co- 
operation when shopping in Station road, 
West, Redhill, to park the car in Warwick 
road. By so doing you will assist the 
Police in their traffic problem. Prosecu- 
tions are not wanted—co-operation will 
avoid unpleasantness.’"’ The Chief Con- 
stable presumes that the disorderly 
motorist will be suffused with shame and 
contrition, and never more will park in 
Station road, West; and, for all that we 
know of Reigate motorists, he may be 
right. In theory the idea leaves little 
room for improvement, but in practice it 
may leave even less for parking in Station 
road, West. This is the difficulty: If it 
is the Chief Constable's intention to rely 
exclusively upon man’s better feelings in 
order to keep Station road, West, free of 
stationary vehicles, man gradually may 
come round to the suspicion that Station 
road, West, is a home from home—a haven 
where his delinquencies will be treated 
with sympathy and love. In this event 
Station road, West, will have to be made 
longer. If, on the other hand, the Chief 
Constable has it in mind to show the iron 
hand after a caress or two with the velvet 
glove, his scheme may be very fruitful. At 
all events it is a sensible experiment.

A crowd estimated at over 200,000 
listened to Signor Mussolini’s speech in 
the Cathedral square this afternoon. It 
was broadcast throughout Italy, and after 
it was over summarised translations were 
read out over the wireless in English, 
French and German. 

“I shall be summary, but I add that 
every one of my words is meditated,’’ said 
the Duce. ‘‘ If it is desired to clarify the 
European; atmosphere, it is necessary in 
the first place to wipe the slate clean of 
all the illusions, of all the commonplaces, 
and all the conventional falsehoods which 
still constitute the remains of the great 
shipwreck of the Wilsonian ideclogies. 

“One of these illusions has crashed— 
the illusion of disarmament. No one 
wishes to disarm first, and for all to dis- 
arm together is imposisble and absurd. 

“ Another illusion which we reject is 
that which passes under the name of 
collective security. Collective security has 
never existed, does not exist, and will 
never exist. A virile people realises its 
collective security within its own frontiers, 
and refuses to entrust its destinies to the 
uncertain hands of third parties. 


REJECTED 


“ Another commonplace which must be 
rejected is that of indivisible peace. 
Indivisible peace could mean. only one 
thing—indivisible war. But the peoples 
refuse, and rightly refuse, to fight for 
interests which do not concern them. 

“ The League of Nations is based upon 
the absurdity of a standard of absolute 
juridical parity: between all the member. 
States, while the States display differences

“The League of Nations must renew 
itself or perish.

“France to-day still keeps her finger 
pointed to the faded registers of Geneva 
and says—‘The Empire of the very ex- 
Lion of Judah is still alive’ But over 
the heads of the schoolmasters of Geneva 
the reality of our victory proclaims that 
the Empire of the Negus is more thgn 
dead.

GENEVA VIEWS 


The most striking impression which 
emerges from Signor Mussolini’s speech is 
that the understanding between Italy and 
Germany goes very much further and is 
much more complete than has generally 
been believed., As regards the speech 4s 
a whole Geneva is, to say the least, dis- 
appointed. ’ 

It had been heralded as a constructive 
contribution to the pacification of Europe. 
Instead of the olive branch, however, the 
Duce has preferred to agitate the bayonet, 
from which, *n a recent flight of fancy, he 
made the olive branch grow. 

His contemptuous references to the 
League of Nations makes it surprising 
that he has not yet formally withdrawn.

EN persons were killed and three 


injured when a German air liner fly- 
ing from Frankfort-on-Main to Erfurt 
crashed this afternoon in the Thuringian 
Mountains. The ‘plane was a three- 
engined Lufthansa machine. 

One British passenger was among those 
killed. His name is given as Claud 
Henton, believed to be of London or 
Windsor, and aged 42 

The aeroplane flew into fog over the 
Thuringian Mountains, and crashed into 
a hillside near Tabarz. It was com- 
pletely destroyed. 

The entire crew, consisting of three, 
and seven passengers were killed, and 
three passengers were injured. The aero- 
plane immediately caught fire. 

The three passengers who were rescued 
owe their lives to the courageous. help of 
a lieutenant of an anti-aircraft regiment 
who was in the neighbourhood when the 
aeroplane crashed, and who, risking his 
own life, dashed to the scene and dragged 
them out of the flaming wreckage.

FAVOURITE

MERICA'S £3,500,000 election cam- 

paign reached a dramatic high spot 
last night when President Roosevelt, in 
more than usual fighting mood, addressed 
his last meeting before Taesday’s poll. 
Thousands of his supporters packed 
fadison Square Garden for the event. 
Many others took part in an overflow 
meeting. Pounding the rostrum with his 
fist, his face set in grim lines, Mr. Roose- 


his policy. 
‘* Powerful interests are striving to 
restore the doctrine that that Government 
is best which is most indifferent,’’ he 
declared. ‘‘ Never before in all our history 
have these forces been so united against 
one candidate as to-day. They are unani- 
mous in their hate for me, and I welcome 
their hatred. 
‘* I would like to have said of my first 
Administration that in it the forces of 
selfishness and lust for power had met 
their match. I would like it to be said 
that in my second these forces met their 
master.” 


NEW OBJECTIVES 
President evelt avoided any specific 


mention of whether or no he would seek 
to revive the N.R.A. and A.A.A. He 
answered Governor Landon’s challenge in 
general terms, with a long list of new deal 
objectives—reduction of hours of work, the 
raising of wage rates, a termination of the 
monopoly of child labour in sweat shops, 
and support of collective bargaining, slum 
clearance and reciprocal trade relations, 
‘* Of course we shall continue our efforts 
on behalf of the farmers, and 4o all in our 
power to end the piling up of the huge 
surpluses which spelled ruinous prices for 
their crops. We shall also encoyrage 
farmer co-operatives, crop insurance and 
stable food supply. 
“To-day there is war and rumour of 
war. We want none of it, but, while 
guarding our shores, we shall continue to 
remove causes of unrest and antagonism 
at home which might make our people 
easier victims for those for whom a foreign 
war is profitable. Those who stand to 
profit by the war are not on our side in 
this campaign.” 
Wall street yesterday quoted odds of 
two to one on Mr. Roosevelt retaining the 
Presidency. On Broadway the betting was 
twelve to five against a win for Governor 
Landon. 


STRIKE EFFECTS 


The main chance of a last-minute swing 
by the electorate likely to increase Mr. 
Landon’s hopes lies in the effect of the 
shipping strike. Political experts are 
frankly puzzled and hesitate to say what 
the final result will be, but it is agreed 
that any violence may cost the President 
many valuable votes. 

In addition to President Roosevelt 
(Democrat) and Governor Landon (Re- 

ublican) there are three minor candidates 
or election: Norman Thomas (Socialist), 
William Lemke (Union Party) and Ear! 
Rusel Browder (Communist). 

Forty-five millions of the United States’ 
130,000,000 inhabitants are expected to go 
to the polls on Tuesday. Actually the 
election is decided by the number of votes 
obtained in the Electoral College, in which 
each State carries the right to a certain 
number.

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THE RISE IN COMMODITY PRICES

POSITION OF AMERICAN SECURITIES 
a 
From OUR Fiwanctan Corresponpent. 


A very important development of recent , 


months is the rise in commodity values, for 
the movement should assist a recovery in 
international trade. It has its advantages 
and disadvantages. It helps the primary 
producing countries such as Argentina, 
Australia and New Zealand, and in the 
first-named case higher prices for wheat, 
wool, maize and linseed must improve 
economic conditions in the country, With 
higher prices for these products the amount 
of exchange available for the debt service 
and for effecting remittances ty the rail- 
ways and other British-owned companies is 
increased. These circumstances largely ex- 
plain the great rise in Argentine railway 
stock during the past few months, for cer- 
tainly current quotations are not justified 
by the results for the year ended June 50 
last. The rise in commodity values ap- 
parently reflects better trade, for it is due to 
a demand following a period when supplies 
were so excessive that some products were 
sold at or below the cost of production, 


SOME OF THE DISADVANTAGES 


A possible effect of dearer materials in 
conjunction with the greater activity in trade 
enerally will be an increased demand for 
ees credit, but it is. thought that any rise 
in rates would be restricted to short-term 
loans; in other words, the movement would 
not affect lgng-dated gift-edged securities. 
There is, however, little expectation in the 
city even of such a rise, perhaps because the 
authorities are able to control rates, and 
their policy strongly favours cheap money. 
The least welcome effect of a higher rate of 
commodity values is that in some directions 
at lease manufacturing costs are increased. 
In certain cases the increase can be 
on to the consumer, but even so there is 
usually a lag between the two movements, 
while in others the circumstance might 
diminish the ability to compete in foreign 
markets. It would be extremely unpleasant 
if the trade recovery in this country were 
checked ‘by a steep rise in prices of raw 
materials or a scarcity of supplies. 


THE STRENGTH OF MARKETS 


What is described as the undertone of 
most sections of the Stock Exchange is re- 
markably firm, for any adverse factors have 
only a temporary influence, and any re- 
action in prices caused by profit-taking is 
short-lived. Reference has been previously 
made in these notes to the moderate extent 
to which markets have been influenced - by 
European political considerations. Gilt-edged 
securities are certainly exceptionally quet 
in these days, but prices are little affected 
by the v4rious new Corporation loans or the 
talk of/dearer money. Speculators in indus- 
trial ordinary shares apparently ignore the 

ssibility of a rise in manufacturing costs 
Sa to circumstances mentioned above, and 
investors give little or no heed to the fact 
that prices have risen so substantially since 
1932 that in many cases the yield from the 
last annual dividend is quite moderate. Al- 
most throughout October a strong wave of 
optimism spread over the markets, and be- 
cause of this the most was made of the 
favourable points in the outlook, and the 
others were virtually ignored. A strong 
force in the upward movement in prices is 
the small market supply of many shares, 
holders of which are very reluctant sellers. 
Owing in part to this position there has been 
a fair recovery lately in building material 
issues, including cement descriptons, from 
the declne caused by the prospect of a 
ns of building activity in the near 
uture. 


AMERICAN SECURITIES 


With the Presidential Election so near—the 
full result should be known by Wednesday 
of this week—it is not surprising that Ameri- 
can securiti¢s have become quieter, with a 
somewhat reactionary tendency in prices. 


It is still uncertain if Roosevelt or Landon 


will occupy White House for the next few 
years, but it is more certain that whatever 
the result the business recovery in the 
United States will not be checked. The 
fact that the recovery has already made 
considerable headway is shown by the re- 
sults announced by the United States Steel 
Corporation and General Motors, for both 
concerns occupy a prominent if not pre- 
dominant position in their respective 
spheres,

THE CREDIT OF CANADA 


For some months now quotations of Alberta 
Province securities have not appeared in the 
London Stock Exchange official list because of 
the proposal of the Government to |jreduce in- 
terest rates by half. Evidently this proposal 
is to be persisted in, for it is understood that 
the interest on the 44 per cent. 1943 stock, 
due on November Ist wil) only be paid at 
the rate of 2} per cent. Further, the stock- 
holders will be expected to sign a form 
accepting the half-rate as full discharge, and 
agreeing to take 24 per cent. instead of 4} 

r cent. for the remainder of the life of the 
oan. Naturally the Stockholders’ Committee 
advise holders not to sign, but to write and 
protest against the reduction on the ground 
that it is neither just nor necessary. Alberta 
has a budget deficit, and attempts to obtain a 
loan in order to pay off a maturing obligation 
are reported to have been unsuccessful; but, 


to investigate the position some time ago, 
Alberta is quite able to meet its obligations 
in full, though a temporary suspension of 
sinking fund payments was recommended in 
order to ease the situation. 


EFFECT UPON PRICES 


This attitude of Alberta is the more to be 
regretted because the Dominion of Canada is 
recovering.from the economic depression ex- 

erienced some years ago, and it should 
benefit from the rise in commodity values. 
An important result is that Canadian Govern- 
ment and municipal securities are quoted at 
lower prices than they would be otherwise. 
As an instance, Montreal City 4) cent. 
Stock, 1969, stands at about 102) only, which 
means that the yield to a purchaser fe 4 per 
cent. ‘There is no question of default or 
semi-repudiation by Montreal, and ordinarily 
this 44 per cent. stock would not be obtain- 
able on a yield basis of much more than ki 
per cent. or ól per cent. In the past suc 
securities were held in high esteem by in- 
vestors on this side, and the Canadian Go- 


treal, Toronto, Quebec, and even Edmonton, 
could borrow in Lohdon on very favourable 
terms. Now it would not be easy to issue a 
Canadian municipal loan here, for, before the 
banks would agree to sponsor it, they would 
ask for an undertaking that interest on 
Alberta Province and similar securities will 
be paid in full. 


THE OUTLOOK 


Barring an unfavourable development in the 
European political situation, there is no 
reason to expect a material setback in security 
values in the near future, ‘and, with the 
decided spirit of optimism abroad, a further 
rise in prices of iron, steel, engineering and 
other Industrial Ordinary. shares would not be 
surprising. It is reasonable to expect rather 
better prices for Home Rails, for the com- 
panies are undoubtedly benefiting from the 
greater activity in general trade. When to- 
day’s carry-over is out of the way, a further 
upward movement in Rhodesian copper issues 
is likely, for that market displayed consider- 
able firmness last week in face of a fair 
amount of profit-taking. Speculators in Oil 
shares, especially Mexican Eagles, have still 
to be reckoned with, and some appreciation 
in South African Gold shares: may follow the 
publication of satisfactory profits for the 
month of October, seeing that the price of 
gold will be taken at a considerably higher 


figure than in September.

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MR. FRANK BARBOUR 


Mr, Frank Barbour, a brother of Mr. J. 
Milne Barbour, Minister of Commerce in the 
Northern Government, died and was buried 
at sea on Saturday. He was returning from 
Japan on the P. and O. liner, Ranpara, which 
left Malta on her homeward voyage on the 
28th ult., when he died from syncope. A 
native of Hilden, County Antrim, . Mr. 
Barbour was educated at Harrow and on the 
Continent. He was for many years a director 
of the Linen Thread Company, having pre- 
viously been manager of the Hilden linen, 
thread and net factories founded by bis grand- 
father. He took a great interest in the 
welfare of the agricultural community, and 
was a pioneer in flax improvement schemes in 
this country. From 1890 to 1920 he was a 
member of the Flax Advisory Committees of 
the Department of Agriculture, and of the 
Committee on the growth of flax, as 
well as of the Flax Control Board in 
London and the Council of Agriculture. For 
two years during the war he did valuable 
woik in the Remount Department, resigning 
thal post eventually to take up the manage- 
ment of the flax-saving scheme of the Irish 
Department of pin Sna In later years 
he was best known as a s aní. He 
was also an enthusiastic follower of hounds, 
hunting with almost every pack of foxhounds 
in Ireland and with many in England. For 
some years (1896-1903) he was Master ofthe 
County Down Staghounds, and later of the 
Westmeath Foxhounds (1908-1912), and he 
initiated and endowed the Barbour Cup, the 
most valuable point-to-point race, which is 
run for annually at the Westmeath Hunt 
meeting. Mr. Barbour was a confirmed 
traveller, having visited most of the Con- 
tinental countries, North and South America, 
China and Japan, Java and the Malay 
Peninsula. He had been in indifferent 
health for the last few years. 

Mr. Barbour for years had a most elaborate 
training stable at Trimblestown, Kildalkey, 
County Meath. There were few better judges 
of steeplechasers, and amongst other horses 
that he owned were Easter Hero, who was 
unlucky not to have won the Grand National 
in which Gregalach triumphed, Blancona and 
Alroi. At various times his horses were 
trained by R. H. Walker, C. Brabazon, F. 
Morgan and G. P. Bracebridge. In 1925 
he made presents of Blancona and Alroi to 
his nieces, Miss E: M. Barbour and Miss 
M. D. Barbour, and that year these horses 
brought off the Galway double, the former 
winning the “ Plate” and the latter the 
Hurdle race, while Blancona also won’ the 
Irish Cesarewitch. C. E. Donnelly rode both 
horses in their Galway races. Other good 
horses owned by Mr. Barbour were Koko, 
Gate Book, Newsboy, Coolcommon, Jerpoint, 
all of whom won several races. 

In 1929, owing to ill health, he gave up 
his training stable, but in later years always 
kept a few steeplechase horses in training, 
and was a constant visitor to the Southern 
race meetings.

At a Council meeting at Perth on Saturday 
of the International Clay Bird Association it 
was agreed that the international meeting for 
next year be a three-day fixture, the first 
day to comprise a fifty-bird event to be 
held in conjunction with the National Playing 
Fields Association and team contest for the 
Governor-General’s Cup.
